PARIS (CP)—The Atlantic Alliance pledged: today to 
“improve efforts to obtain better relations with the Sovict 
Union and Eastern European states in the political, economic, 
social, scientific and-cultural-fields."’ 

This was stated in the final communique issued after a 
two-day meeting of the 15-country NATO council. 

The alliance members “emphasized their willingness to 
explore ways of developing co-operation with the Soviet Union 
and the states of Eastern Europe.” 


They recognized, however, that there are “‘clearly differ- 
ent approaches” to this, either on a country-to-country basis 
or’ otherwise. 

The communique said the alliance, born 17 years ago, 
has produced the “basis for the present marked reduction of 
tension in Europe.” ¥ 

The ministers said: ‘Sa. long as Germany continues to 
be divided there cannot be a genuine and stable settlement in 
Europe.” - ‘ 

On the recent Soviet proposal for a conference on Euro- 
pean security, the ministers said: “It was felt that this could 
only be ‘considered when indications warranted reasonable 
expectations-of success,"

Interpretation, too, will provide 
many sharp. controversies. The 
clause stating that “the moon and 
other celestial bodies shall be used 
exclusively for peaceful purposes” 
could open up long arguments. Even 
in the relatively primitive stage of 
our present intrusions into outer 
space, there is room for disagree- 
ment regarding the nature and pur- 
poses of much of the hardware and 
personnel being hoisted aloft by the 
United States and Russia. 

For a long time to come, the 
space treaty can have practical im- 
portance only for these two giants, 
the United States and Russia. The 
effectiveness of the treaty, then, 
would depend on the degree of co- 
operation and confidence existing 
between these powers—just as these 
considerations govern the earth- 
bound covenants that provide for 
our ‘peaceful existence. 

But it is right and necessary 
that. there should be a start on the 
establishment of international law 
in outer space, ambitious—perhaps 
even impudent—though that may 
seem at this point. :

Big Challenge 


To combat Communism and 
official corruption and rebuild 
a rural society shattered by 
two décades of conflict are 
tasks to challenge the most 
qualified revolutionaries.
